An arrangement has been entered into 
by which garbage is to he collected in 
all parts of the city three times a week. 

The, contract made by the city with 
the Excelsior Hauling Co. provides that 
it shall be collected daily. The contract 
also specifies that the garbage shall be 
placed in legal receptacles—that is, a 
box conforming with specific require- 
ments of the ordinance. 

The collection three times a week from 
all receptacles was arranged by the city 
authorities by way of compromise. 


The Excelsior Hauling Co.'s contract 
for collecting garbage does not expire 
until July, 1908. For the work of its 
25 wagons it receives from the city an- 
nually under its contract $130,000. 

It is pointed out that the city is “easy” 
for the Excelsior Hauling Co. Twenty- 
five teams would cost only $100 a day, 
or $3000 a month. 

Still, the city pays the company $11,- 
000 a month—a profit to the company of 
$8000 per month, or $96,000 a year, in 
round figures. 

It is asserted by many that the wagon;, 
of the Excelsior company have inclined 
bottoms that allow the fluids in the gar- 
‘Dage to drip out en route to the sanitary 
works, thus relieving the wagons of a 
percentage of their load each trip.

Assembly Aided in 
Gouging City. 


The present contract with the Sanitary 
company was entered into by the last 
municipal assembly and has three years 
to run. Soon after taking office Mayor 
Wells called the attention of the assem- 
bly to the garbage question, but the 
assembly took no action, and when the 
time came to let a contract, there was 
no alternative except to give it to the 
Sanitary company, which doubled the 
price it had charged the city previously. 


When the new assembly was formed. 
Mayor Wells again took up the subfect of 
garbage. He sent a message to the as- 
sembly, inclosing an ordinance appropri- 
ating $600 for the expenses of the Board 
of Public Improvements to “investigate 
and ascertain the feasibility of erecting, 
operating and maintaining by the city 
of a plant for the reduction of garbage 
and for transporting garbage thereto.” 

The Council passed the ordinance, and 
it was forwarded to the House. There, 
after slumbering for six weeks, it will 
come up for action tonight.

Information was imparted to Attor- 
ney-General Crow to the effect that Mc- 
Clain was closely associated with Senator 
Stone, and it was largely through their en- 
deavors that the Christian Scientists were 
able to make such a strong showing, al- 
though on the final vote the medical bill 


was passed.

Lee Weeps, But 
Still Dissembles. 


Although John A. Lee has shed tears 
as a rasult of his appearance before the 


randjury, the authorities are still con- 
rend that he has not tojd all or nearly 
all he knows of boodle transactions in 
which he played the star role during 
the 1901 and 1903 sessions of the Mis- 
sour! legislature. 

D. J. Kelley of Baking Powder Trust 
fame has definitely fixed the time when 
it is charged Lee “raided the commissary 
of the enemy” by taking $1000 from an 
alum baking powder manufacturer, it is 
alleged, and then voted ainst their bill 
when his hand was forced. 

Between the hours of 1 and 3 o'clock, 
Jan. 5, 1903, Kelley asserts, Lee was 
handed in the office of the Interstate 
Merchants’ Association, Century building, 
St. Louis, the sum of $1000, in bills of 
$5 and $10 denominations. 

Kelley charged Lee with having ac- 
cepted this money from the alum inter- 
ests, and Lee wrote back that the race- 
track lobby put it up. Although Lee, 
over his own signature, made this ad- 
mission, he denied absolutely that he had 
received the money when asked by the 
attorney-general. 

He also wrote to Kelley that John H. 
Carroll, the railroad lobbyist, paid him 
$1000 for appointin a committee which 
would subserve railroad interests. 

But now he denies that he ever received 
any such money or that a transaction of 
such a nature ever occurred. 

Lee makes boud professions of serving 
the state and of being penitent for his 
past misdeeds, but the authorities are not 
accepting his pleas for mercy and his re- 
quests to be “let alone.’”” He will have 
to face the Cole County grandjury when 
this body meets again in September, and At- 
torney-General Crow is determined that he 
shall tell the whole truth or suffer ‘the 
consequences.

Woman’s Skeleton Found in Well of 
~Shasta Cave in California, by 
Exploring Scientists. 
UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, Aug. 
7.—The expedition conducted by Prof. John 
("| Merriam of the rical department 
of the university, exploring and excavating 
the caves of Shasta County, has made sev- 

eral new finds of interest to science. 
Two new discovered have proved 
very rich in paleontological remains, yield- 


ing up bones of animals now extinct and of 
a species hithe *rto unknown to scientists. 
Bones of mountain Hons, bison, wolf, porcu- 
pine, cave bear and ground ‘aah were 
found with al the bones of the extinct 
porcupine and also an almost complete 
specimen of a gsmall cave bear. 

In one of these old caves, an old tradition 
had it that an Indian woman wandering 
about had stumbled into a well, the bot-

tom of which could never be reached. This‘! 


well was explored, and at the bottom they 
found the skeieton of a woman f_irly well 
preserved, whom they judged to have fallen 
or been thrown into the well about 100 
years ago.

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MEAGERLY REWARDED. 

Without incurring the reproach of being hypercritical, one 
may safely remark that President Roosevelt’s reward paid to a 
Pennsylvania couple on the birth of their twentieth child is out 
of all proportion to what ambitious parents had been led to ex- 
pect by the President’s expressions upon large families.

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VICTIMS, YOUNG AND OLD. 


The refrain of an old popular song ran, “They all suffér the 
same.” It is brought to mind by the pathetic story of little 
“Queen Dorothy,” a child who has been treated at the City 
Hospital after being crippled by a street car. The child was 
pretty, and had pretty ways. She won the sympathy of 
people, in and out of the hospital, and her case gave rise to 
a great deal of natural sentiment. 

Thursday’s Post-Dispatch announced the fact that “Queen 
Dorothy” was able to be taken home. But the same day's 
news showed that two old people had been knocked down and 
perhaps fatally injured by street cars in St. Louis. And so 
it goes. All our sympathies are enlisted because a pretty 
child is saved, though severely injured. A procession of other 
victims passes before us in the daily news, and we give liitle 
heed. Yet “they all suffer the same.” Instead of picking out 
one case and treating it as something special, why are we 
not seeking a remedy for conditions that make victims daily 
to the street car peril? Why is the public silent while reck- 
Jess speed, lack of effective fenders and brakes makes ihe 
crippling or killing of men, women and children a daily oc- 
currence ? 

Why should we need special circumstances to arouse our 
sympathy? Why not insist on making the streets reasonably 
safe for everyone, at all times?

GETTING TIRED OF IT. 

There are indications that public interest in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
strenuousness is flagging.

Mr. Roosevelt has a strong physique, likes an active life and 
by preaching and practice is trying to convince the world that 
men who have not strong physiques and do not care for an 
active life are “weaklings,” useless incumbrances. 

Mr. Roosevelt is entitled to his personal preferences, but 
so are men who like to sit quiet for a moment now and then, 
who do not rush about the country like mad, who will not 
sleep out of doors, who do not care to ride horseback at night 
in the face of a driving storm. 

Among men who like the strenuous life are many strong, 
noble, useful characters. And among'men who will have none 
of it may be found characters just as strong, noble and useful. 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, who has done more. substantial 
work in the world than Mr. Roosevelt, never makes a ‘notion 
except upon compulsion. He will not walk a block if « cab 
is at hand. His strenuousness is purely intellectual. Physi- 
cally he is inert. But he does things. 

William Pitt was a confirmed invalid during the greater 
part of his splendid career. According to the Rooseveltian 
classification he was a weakling. , 

Arthur Balfour, prime minister of Great Britain, is a hope- 
less dawdler. He actually writes books on philosophy and 
loafs for hours at a time. He is never strenuous except when 
he hits at a golf ball. In Downing street and in the parlia- 
ment house he is always tired. But “he got there.” 

Mr. Roosevelt may be elected President of the United 
States, but his fellow citizens will be induced to vote for 
him, not by his exhibitions of perpetual motion on the physical 
plane, but by evidence of sincere public purpose and intellec- 
tual ability to make that purpose good.

The prevalence of lynch law and mob rule in 
various parts of the Uutted States has for some 
time been alarming, but not until recently has 
it made its appearance in the state of Illinois. 
Within the prst six months. tn the counties of 
Alexander. St. Clair and Verwolllion, there has 
been au outburst of lawlessness of this charac- 
ter in its worst forni. This lawleseness has 
earned and evoked the righteous indignation and 
| vigorous condemnation of every citizen possessed

I 
hope and believe, together witb all goo citizens, 
that your bravery and devotion will ‘nspire for 
years to come like bravery and devotion in other 
officers under similar circumstances. 

I feel that your conduct can not be too highly 

raised or too well rewarded. I regret that I 
have not within my power some other means 
than this by which I can tender to you & suitable 
expression of not only my personal appreciation, 
but of the heartfelt satisfaction which your de- 
votion to duty has giren to the undivided public 
of this great state.
